BETTER THAN WAR. 


The Bearing Sea Controversy De- 


cided Against Us, 


BUT WITH SOME CRUMBS OF COMFORT 


But After All the Seal Herds arc to be 


Protected From Annihilation—Amer- 


ican Statesmen Express Them- 


selves as Satisfied. 


PARIS, Aug. 10.—At8 o'clock yester- 


day morning the Behring sea arbitra- 
tors held a private session in u room 
used by officials of the department of 
foreign affairs at Quai Duorasi. 


At 11 o'clock the arbitrators reas- 


sembled in the room in the foreign of- 
iiee in which the sessions had been 
held. Baron De Courcel, the president 
of the tribunal, then delivered to tho 
agents of the United States and Great 
Britain original correspondence of the 
decision signed by all the arbitrators. 


Meanwhile Baron de Courcel ad- 


dressed the arbitrators, saying that he 
recognized the great value of arbitra- 
tion as a cause of peace between na- 
tions. He expressed the opinion that 
ivery international arbitration renders 
war less possible, and said he looked 
forward to the time in the near future 
when it would bt; the rule ami not the 
exception to settle international diffi- 
culties in this xvay.

From 
the time he arrived until hia departure 
he waa oompletefy ignored by the sena- 
tors of hie party, less than a heir dozen

penalty of not less than tea dollars nor 
more than fifty dollars.
